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REASONS FOR REVIEW 



Applicants are requesting this Pic-Appeal Brief review because applicants strongly 
believe the prior art does not disclose the invention as claimed. This is true Tegardless if the 
amendment is entered or not entered. 

The prior art docs not include the combination of components (a), (b)(i) and (b)(ii). 
Applicant in the previous amendment intended (b)(i) and (b)(ii) to be separate limitations. 
Applicant argued in the previous response that the prior art does not disclose the combination 
of (b)(i) and (b)(ii). It is not unreasonable to read (b)(i) as a markush group and (b)(ii) is a 
separate limitation. To avoid confusion, applicants have amended the claim. The amended 
claims now have the limitation of a particular antioxidant additive grafted to the lubricant. 
The antioxidant comprising at least one oxazoline and at least one polyol ester, and a reaction 
product of at least one a polyol diacrylate and at least one a general antioxidant YH. The 
prior art does not disclose this three part antioxidant additive that is grafted to a base stock. 
Accordingly, the claims are distinct from the prior art and should be allowed. 

Regardless of whether the amendment is entered, the claims are allowable because the 
prior art does not teach the limitations of (b)(i) and (b)(ii) in cither the currently amended or 
previously amended claims. The "sulfur containing compound" in Gutierrez is not equivalent 
to the specific formula RS, as R is clearly defined in the specification. Gutierrez does not 
disclose the claimed R which is an "aliphatic or cyclo-aliphatic group having from about 2 to 
20 carbon atoms/' Accordingly, Examiner is respectfully requested to show where this 
limitation is disclosed in the prior art or remove the rejection. 

Based on the above arguments, the claims should be allowed. Accordingly, 
Applicants are kindly requesting allowance of the claims.
